Seth Pickering of the 
state Department of Energy 
Resources (DOER) pre- 
sented to the AEC at their 
Monday, Sept.8 meeting, 
outlining the five steps 
Cohasset needs to take in 
order to become a Green 
Community. 



Becoming a Green 
Community would make 
Cohasset eligible for a 
first-time grant of around 
$140,000 with an addi- 
tional $10,000 for the 
installation of solar panels 
at the landfill, as long as 
the photovoltaic (PV) array 
has a capacity of 250,000 
kilowatts. 

“Being a ‘Green Com- 
munity’ affords Cohasset 
the opportunity to obtain 
grants for various projects 



through the DOER,” said 
AEC co-chair Shaun Selha. 
“The initial grant could 
be upwards of $150,000 
that the Town could use 
to revamp fleet vehicles, 
retrofit the streetlights, or 
enact some of the energy 
conservation measures 
identified in the Energy 
Audit Reports. After the

Districts had 
until June 30 to get in the 
early sign-up queue for the 
PARCC; the state Depart- 
ment of Education will 
vote in October on whether 
PARCC will be the new test 
moving forward.

■ Minimize construction 
life cycle costs and adopt the 
Board of Building Regula- 
tions and Standards Stretch 
Code, which must be voted 
on lfy Ibwn Meeting. 

Larson volunteered to 
arrange a meeting between 
town officials, the building 
department and DOER 
to review the differences 
between the Stretch Code 
(which is only applicable 
to the energy section of 
the Building Code) and 
the state’s new Base Code, 
which went into effect in 
July. Ibwn Meeting would 
need to adopt a bylaw for 
the Stretch Code (historic 
homes would be exempt, 
said Pickering). 

As of June 2014, 143 
municipalities have adopted 
the stretch code, according 
to the DOER, including 
neighboring Scituate. 

While the AEC waits 
to see if Cohasset can and 
will become a Green Com- 
munity, the committee is 
making strides in initiatives 
to increase eneigy-efficiency. 

Palmer Capital, the vendor 
that won the bid to install 
a PV array on the landfill, 
submitted comments on 
the model Landfill Power 
Purchase Agreement (PPA) 
and Site Lease Agreements 
on August 2, which was 
reviewed by Town Counsel 
Mark Kalpin. Kalpin sub- 
mitted his comments on 
August 28. 

The AEC formed a sub- 
committee to review all of 
the comments in order to 
ensure the terms are accept- 
able. AD comments were due 



by Monday, Sept 15 to the 
committee; Selha said they 
were submitted to Palmer 
Capital for final approval 
on Tliesday morning. 

“If they agree to the revi- 
sions, the contract can get 
signed. If they have addi- 
tional comments there will 
be another round of back 
and forth,” said Selha. 

Once an agreement has 
been reached, the final 
design plans for the panels 
can be completed, then the 
interconnection applica- 
tion must be accepted by 
National Grid. Once that 
and a Landfill Post Closure 
Use Application and an 
Assurance of Qualification 
for Solar Renewable Energy 
Credits (SREC) are com- 
pleted, the equipment wifi 
be ordered and construc- 
tion on the solar panels can 
begin. 

Joyce reported to the com- 
mittee that energy audits 
have been completed at all 
major municipal facilities, 
including the Town Hall, 
schools and police and fire 
stations. The project man- 
agement director expects 
to receive a report from 
National Grid by the end of 
the month. 

The audits could help the 
town achieve a 20-percent 
energy reduction and sat- 
isfy the Green Communities 
requirement 

“Currently, Cohasset 
is considering National 
Grid’s offer to fund the 
energy conservation mea- 
sure implementations and 
in turn charge a premium 
on the electric costs,” Selha 
explained. ”As long as this 
premium still results in an 
overall reduction in total 
electric costs based upon 
consumption reduction, this 
is a win-win situation with 
no capital outlay.”

Recipe corner: Presto Pesto! 

5-6 ounces (2 healthy bunches) basil 
leaves, or any other green or mix 

% cup pine nuts, or any other nut 

Vi cup grated Parmesan cheese, or any 
other hard cheese 

1-2 garlic cloves 
Va tsp. salt 

Va-Vx cup extra virgin olive oil 

In a blender or food processor, blend 
half the basil with nuts, cheese, garlic 
and salt until finely chopped. Scrape 
down sides of bowl and add remaining 
basil. Blend until a uniform paste has 
formed. Scrape down sides of bowl as 
needed. 

Stream in the olive oil, with blender 
running. Less oil will make a paste 
good for spreading, more oil will make 
a sauce better for pasta. Scrape down 
sides of bowl and continue blending 
until oil is emulsified into basil and 
pesto looks uniform. 

Storing pesto: Pesto will darken and 
brown very quickly, but will still be 
tasty and fresh for several days. For 
storing up to a week, pour a little 
olive oil over the surface, cover and 
refrigerate. Pesto can also be frozen 
for several months. What a treat in 
January!

Budget road 
map to follow 



W e have all seen 
the commercial 
with the long 
green line that warns us 
to stay on track toward 
retirement. The mes- 
sage there and with other 
advertisements is aimed 
at getting us to put some 
money away for later and 
that a little planning can 
go along way. 

In another recent 
commercial on the same 
theme, there is a stack of 
huge dominoes that show 
if you start saving as little 
as about $50 a month at 
25 years old or so, you 
should have a substantial 
amount of cash when you 
reach retirement age. 

While the town of 
Cohasset is not going 
to retire - the message 
still applies. Planning 
and saving equal better 
finances for the commu- 
nity and result in better 
services for all. 

To that end the Board 
of Selectmen with guid- 
ance from the Town 
Manager are updating a 
“Budget Message” from 
October 2013. 

The message sets some 
goals and priorities that 
are worthy of debate if 
tweaking is needed and 
then - like the green line 
in that commercial - the 
message should translate 
into a road map to be 
followed. 

Right at the top of the 
message is a commitment 
to building and maintain- 
ing fund balances in the 
stabilization and capital 
accounts. The town is 
also seeking to achieve

and maintain an AAA 
bond rating. Higher bond 
ratings can translate into 
big savings on interest 
when the town has to 
borrow money. 

The OPEB liabil- 
ity (health insurance 
for retirees) and road 
and building mainte- 
nance funds are also 
highlighted. 

The message also 
includes establishing 
a Human Resources 
function for all town 
employees. When the 
selectmen went back to 
“school” last year at a 
workshop with Jeff Nut- 
ting, the Franklin Town 
Manager, to learn how 
to be better selectmen, 
essentially - he put HR at 
the top of the list. 

He warned without a 
HR function the town 
opens itself up to myriad 
legal problems and 
potential costs. 

The selectmen state 
in their Budget Mes- 
sage that the document 
should be used for guid- 
ance among all parties 
involved in developing 
the town’s budget for the 
annual Town Meeting in 
the spring. 

It is important that 
the town knows where 
it wants to go and fol- 
lows a plan to get there. 
While budget issues don’t 
always make compelling 
news stories - budget 
snafus or disasters always 
do! 

We applaud the select- 
men for their efforts to 
keep the town’s budget 
on track.

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AUTISM LEGISLATION 



Empowering those with 
developmental disabilities 



G ov. Deval Patrick 
signed into law the 
Autism Omnibus 
Bill, now Chapter 226 of 
the Acts of 2014, on Aug. 

5. His signature came on 
the heels of the House 
and Senate’s unanimous 
approvfd of the final ver- 
sion of the bill, which will 
give families, Eidvocates 
and affected individuals 
the additional tools and 
resources they need to 
deal with autism and other 
developmental disabilities. 

“I am grateful to 
Speaker Robert DeLeo 
for his strong leadership 
resulting in this important 
Autism legislation,” said 
Rep. Garrett Bradley. “I 
am proud to have led the 
effort to gain the support 
of my colleagues and am 
pleased that the Senate 
prioritized and supported 
this important legislation 
so that it could cross the 
finish line before the end 
of this legislative session. 
As well, special thanks 
go to the dedicated Emd 
hard-working members of 
the Autism Commission, 
led by former state Rep. 
Barbara L’ltalien, whose 
recommendations are 
included in this legislation 
and which contributed to 
the successful passage of 
this bill.” 

“I’m proud to support 
this ground-breaking 
legislation to help families 
and individuals affected by 
autism. This law will make 
Massachusetts a national 
leader in providing autism 
services by establishing a 
permanent Autism Com- 
mission, requiring Mass 
Health to cover treatments 
for young people up to 
age 21, and allowing for

the establishment of tax 
free savings accounts to 
cover disability related 
expenses and education,” 
said DeLeo, D-Winthrop. 
“I thank Governor Patrick, 
Senate President Murray, 
Leader Bradley Emd my 
colleagues in the House 
Emd Senate for their work 
on this law.” 

This omnibus legisla- 
tion was filed to Eiddress 
the growing prevalence of 
autism spectrum disorders 
Eimong children Emd young 
adults. According to a 
report released March 27 
by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, 1 
in 68 U.S. children has an 
autism spectrum disorder, 
a 29 percent increase from 
1 in 88 just two years ago. 

Over the course of three 
years the previous Autism 
Commission studied the 
current delivery of ser- 
vices provided to those 
on the autism spectrum. 

In March 2013, they 
released a report that 
identified gaps in ser- 
vices and supports, and 
made recommendations 
to better serve the autism 
spectrum population. 

This legislation combined 
many of the Commission’s 
recommendations. 

Highlights of the bill 
include: 

■ Establishes a perma- 
nent Autism Commission 
and provides for an Execu- 
tive Director to assist the 
Commission in their work. 



The 35 Commission mem- 
bers will identify services 
and supports necessEiry for 
individuEds to achieve their 
full potential and make 
recommendations and 
monitor the implementa- 
tion of policies impacting 
individuals with autism 
spectrum disorders. The 
bill directs the Commis- 
sion to study and make 
recommendations on the 
long-term needs for hous- 
ing and employment, in 
addition to the areas of 
study Emd recommenda- 
tions previously covered by 
the commission. 

■ Directs the Depart- 
ment of Developmental 
Services to include in its 
eligibility guidelines the 
federal definition of devel- 
opmental disability for 
people on the autism spec- 
trum smd for those with 
Prader-Willi. DDS will no 
longer use an IQ-based 
eligibility requirement 
for Eidult services. This is 

a significant change and 
will expEmd DDS eligi- 
bility to all people with 
developmental disabilities 
who meet conditions for 
“substantial functional 
limitations.” 

■ Provides for health 
insurance coverage for 
medicEilly necessary treat- 
ments for Mass HeEdth 
recipients up to age 

21. Eligible treatments 
include ABA behavior 
therapy and both dedi- 
cated and non-dedicated 



augmentative communica- 
tion devices. 

■ Public school spe- i r 
cial education teachers 
will have the opportu- 
nity to attEiin an “Autism • ' 
Endorsement” certifica- 
tion - a concentration in 
autism coursework and . , 
training. This will ensure, , 
that the growing number’ 
of students with autism 
receive appropriate edu- 
cational services to help 
them reach their potential. 
The endorsement will be 
discretionary. 

■ Provides for the optioii 

of establishing a tax-free 
savings account patterned 
after the federal ABLE Act 
legislation, which would 
allow disabled families , , 
to save in a 529-style 
phm for disabili ty related ’ 
expenses. Savings could 
be used for education, 
medical Emd dental care, 
job training, housing, 
transportation, finan- 
cial management, home ' 
improvements, funersd 
and burial expenses and J i 
other uses. Contribu- 
tions to the account 
would grow tax-free; 2 ! 

withdrawals for qualified’ 
disability expenses would 
be tax-free. 

Bradley said, “Those on 
the autism spectrum are 
our sons Emd daughters, * 
relatives, neighbors and 
friends. I am encour- 
aged that the government 
stepped up and met the 
challenge of addressing 
their very real needs. At 
heart we are a generous 
and CEiring society and 
these services will enable 
people with autism to live 
eis normal and productive 
life as possible.”

P olitics “is a funny 
blend of substance 
and performance 
art,” Deval Patrick told 
me. “Journalists have to 
cover both and help the 
public discern between 
the two.” 

Patrick knows politics 
well: He’s been elected 
governor of Massachu- 
setts twice, campaigns 
jhcross the country for 
[Democrats and has lately 
[acknowledged the slight 
possibility that he might 
harbor White House 
[ambitions. He has also 
been known to have 
Strong opinions about 
jjhow tne political process 
is served, and often dis- 
torted, by how the media 
cover it. 

Patrick had called me 
from his car, on the day 
[after Tuesday’s primary 
elections. He was on his 
way out to Holyoke for 
a joint appearance with 
Martha Coakley, who he 
[ftppes will succeed him 
;a£ governor. He wanted 
to talk about what a 
great governor Coakley 
would be, how she would 
i&ke his administration’s 
’Achievements “to the next 
level.” And he wanted 
to take a few swipes at 
Charlie Baker, whom 
he defeated four years 
ago and who threatens 
to return the governor’s 
office to Republican 
hands. 

That’s the performance 
part: the rousing speech 
he made introducing 
Coakley at the Democrats’ 
victory party the night 
before, the warm embrace 
he gave the ticket at a 
unity breakfast in Boston 
that morning, the appear- 
ance in Western Mass, 
later in the day — and the 
calls to journalists. 

Patrick’s is a hard act to 
follow, and nobody thinks 
Coakley is in the same 
league when it comes to 
performance, whether 
the audience is in a living 
room or a huge conven- 
tion center.

edged conservative he 
played in 2010, when he 
bragged about how many 
state employees he would 
lay off. Inis time Coakley 
is warm, engaged, hard- 
working ana humble, not 
the aloof, entitled can- 
didate who lost to Scott 
Brown in 2010. 

Patrick said he wants to 
talk substance, especially 
on economic develop- 
ment. His policies — a 
stress on education and 
investment in infra- 
structure and innovative 
industries — are working. 
Coakley will take them 
further, he said, continu-

S reen tech initiatives, 
ut adding a strategy for 
the “Gateway Cities” — a

Baker has ideas on 
the economy as well: tax 
breaks for small busi- 
nesses, an earned income 
tax credit for the working 
poor, better job training, 
more affordable higher 
education. Unlike most 
recent Republican candi- 
dates, he’s been spending 
a lot of time in urban 
areas, listening as well as 
speaking.

is a worthy goal for the 
next governor. How to 
do it — with specific 
programs, not vague 
promises — is worthy of 
a serious, unsexy, public 
conversation. 

The performance part 
of the job isn’t without 
value. It offers tips about 
what a candidate really 
cares about — or at least 
what he or she wants to 
be perceived as caring 
about. Persuasion is a 
skill successful leaders 
must have, and a popular 
mandate is something 
an effective governor 
needs. Campaigns must 
be heavy on performance 
art. 

But the press must do 
more than criticize the 
acting, and the voters 
must demand more than 
smiles and platitudes. It’s 
not enough to vote based 
on which candidate you’d 
like to share a beer with, 
or whose speaking style is 
easier to listen to. 

These candidates aren’t 
performers on reality TV, 
some of which we’ll be 
voting off the island on 
Nov. 4. Beginning Jan. 1, 
the ones we choose will 
be responsible for making 
decisions that could 
touch the lives of every 
Massachusetts resident: 
decisions about schools, 
taxes, jobs and the sup- 
port our cities and towns 
need to achieve commu- 
nity goals.

S ince I started shar- 
ing thoughts from 
the porch every 
few weeks, I’ve received 
requests from people 
about various topics to 
write about. While some 
of the suggestions have 
been fun, most have been 
about issues that are of 
concern to the person 
making the suggestion. 
What has shocked and 
disturbed me is that the 
number one suggestion 
(by quite a margin) has 
been about bullying. While 
I believe that Cohasset is 
likely ahead of other towns 
with regards to dealing 
with bullying, it’s an issue 
worth addressing. 

Bullying is an epidemic 
that has been going on 
since the beginning of 
time. It comes in all dif- 
ferent forms and bullies 
are not bound by age, sex 
or beliefs. The bottom line 
is, bullying is a universal 
problem but it’s most 
impactful on children, 
which is the focus of my 
article. Not every disagree- 
ment or bout of teasing 
should be categorized as 
bullying. Kids need to be 
allowed to grow and learn 
boundaries, but there’s a 
recognizable and obvious 
difference between “kids 
being kids” and bullying. 
Stopbullying.gov defines 
bullying as an “unwanted, 
aggressive behavior among 
school aged children that 
involves a real or per- 
ceived power imbalance. 
The behavior is repeated, 
or has the potential to be 
repeated, over time.”’ 
According to a report 
from the National Center 
for Education Statistics 
and Bureau of Justice 
Statistics, close to 30 
percent of students have 
been victimized by bullies. 
The report states, “most of 
the students in the study 
reported name calling as 
the most prevalent type 
of bullying, followed by 
teasing, rumor-spreading, 
physical incidents, pur- 
poseful isolation, threats, 
belongings being stolen 
and sexual harassment.” 
Unfortunately it’s also 
reported that teens who 
are consistently bullied are 
more likely to commit sui- 
cide or retaliate violently. 
Suicide is the third leading 
cause of death in young 
people and 75 percent of 
the school shootings across 
the country are related to 
bullying. 

People impacted by 
bullying can be broken 
into three groups; the* 
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victim, the bully and the 
bystander. Sadly, those 
who are bullied and their 
families know exactly 
which group they fit into. 
Equally as sad is the level 
of denial many of those 
who bully have; kids 
and parents alike, deny 
accountability even when 
the evidence firmly shows 
otherwise. This article 
isn’t for the bullies; I don’t 
think there is a single 
thing that I can write that 
will help them to realize 
that their actions are hurt- 
ful to others. This article 
is for the third group, the 
bystanders. 

Bystanders are those 
who witness or know 
about acts of bullying and 
do nothing; most of those 
impacted by bullying fall 
into this group. A number 
of distraught parents have 
shared with me stories of 
their kids who have not 
only been bullied, but have 
had kids who they consid- 
ered friends stand around 
and do nothing. In many 
cases the feeling of aban- 
donment in a time of need 
is as painful as the act 
inflicted upon them. 

Statistics show that close 
to 60 percent of bullying 
cases are stopped within 
10 seconds if someone 
intervenes, indicating in 
many ways that those who 
bully are fearful of being 
un-liked. Seventy percent 
of teens have seen bully- 
ing occur in their schools, 
but how many of them 
have stepped up and done 
anything about it? Let’s 
face it, most are bystand- 
ers because it’s really hard 
to do otherwise. 

Standing up to some- 
one who is perceived to 
be bigger and stronger 
is intimidating; it’s even 
more intimidating when 
the perpetrator may be 
a friend. You know what 
else is intimidating to a 
student? Math. If provid- 
ing additional support to 
master the Pythagorean 
Theorem is the norm 
today, shouldn’t provid- 
ing guidance to encourage 
students to do what’s right 
to help protect their peers 
be as well? 

I’m in no way advocat- 
ing we encourage kids to 
resort to fisticuffs or to put

themselves in harm’s way; 
rather that they’re coached 
that when they see a bul- 
lying situation they should 
firmly state their displea- 
sure or at least inform a 
teacher, a parent or an 
authority figure who will 
help. 

A hero doesn’t need a 
costume, a cape or even 
need to be noticed. Being 
a hero is a choice, perhaps 
a difficult choice but it’s 
the right choice and will 
mean a world of differ- 
ence to a kid in need. So 
the question we need to 
ask ourselves as parents is, 
“have we let our children 
know that they have our 
support and encourage- 
ment to be that hero?” If 
the answer is no or we’re 
unsure, we need to take a 
few minutes to share with 
them that they can and 
should make a difference. 

Bullies will continue 
to be bullies going forth, 
but with the right coach- 
ing and encouragement, 
bystanders have the 
opportunity to be defend- 
ers. My child the defender 
has a much better ring 
to it than my child the 
bystander. 

I really appreci- 
ate people coming up, 
mentioning that they’re 
reading the articles and 
providing suggestions 
on things to write about. 
Here’s hoping that this 
issue of bullying is mini- 
mized and people request 
that I tackle other topics, 
such as the much needed 
Halloween tax credit for 
Fairoaks residents.

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THE HOUSE AND SENATE. There were no roll calls in the House or Senate last week. Beacon Hill Roll Call has obtained the 2014 official list from the state treasurer's office of the “per diem" 
travel, meals and lodging reimbursements collected by the Legislature's 40 state senators from January 1, 2014 through September 1, 2014. The list reveals that senators collected a total erf $55,891. 

Under state law, per diems are paid by the state to senators “for each day for travel from his place of residence to the Staiehouae and return therefrom, while in the performance ofhis official du- 
ties. upon certification to the state treasurer that he was present at the Statehouse." These reimbursements are given to senators above and beyond their regular salaries. 

The amount of the per diem varies and is based on the dty or town in which a senator resides and its distance from the Statehouse. The Legislature in 2000 approved a law doubling these per 
diems to the current amounts. Hie payments range from $10 per day for senators who reside in the Greater Boston area to $90 per day for some Western Massachusetts lawmakers and $100 per 
day for those in Nantucket Senators who are from areas that are a long distance from Boston's Statehouse often collect the highest total of annual per diems. 

Some supporters of the per diems say the system is fair and note the rising costs of travel, food and lodging. They argue many legislators spend a lot of money on travel to Boston and some spend 
the night in Boston following late sessions. Others say that some legislators accept the per diem but use all of the revenue they receive to support local nonprofit causes. They say that not taking the 
per diem would leave that money in the state's General Fund to be spent on who knows what. 

Some opponents argue most private sector and state workers are not paid additional money for commuting. They say the very idea of paying any per diem is outrageous when thousands of 
workers have lost their jobs and homes and funding for important programs has been cut Others say the per diem is especially inappropriate given the recent 3-cent-per-gallon hike in the state's 
current 21-cent-per-gallon gas tax and the creation of automatic gas tax hikes by linking the tax to the US. Consumer Price Index. 

The 2014 statistics indicate that 12 of the state's 40 senators have received reimbursements ranging from $864 to $7,200, while 28 senators have so far chosen not to apply for any money. State 
law does not establish a deadline that senators must meet in order to collect the per diems. 

The senator who received the most per diem money in 2014 is Beqjamin Downing (D-Pittsfield) who received $7,200. 

The other four senators who received the most are Sens. Stanley Rosenberg (D-Amherst), $6,420; James Welch (D-Springfield), $4026; Donald Humason (R- Westfield), $4,026; and Richard 
Moore (D-Uxbridge), $2,520. 

SENATORS’ 9014 PER DIEMS 

The dollar figure next to the senator's name represents the total amount of per diem money the state paid him or her in 2014. The number in parentheses represents the number of days the sen- 
ator certified he or she was at the Statehouse during that same period. Senators who have not requested any per diems have "O days" listed. That is not meant to imply that these senators didn't at- 
tend any sessions but rather that they chose not to request any per diems. 

ALSO UP ON BEACON HILL 

WELDING SAFETY (S 2368) • The Senate approved and sent to the House a bill creating a special conunission to study welding regulations in Massachusetts and report back to the Legisla- 
ture by June 1, 2015. The legislation was prompted by the spring deaths of Back Bay firefighters Edward Walsh and Michael Kennedy, who perished while fighting a fire that was reportedly caused 
by welders working on a building next door to the brownstone in which they perished. The conunission would study current regulations and recommend whether new ones are warranted. 

PRISONERS AND MENTAL HEALTH (H 4367) - The House gave initial approval to a bill to study the feasibility of creating a new facility to provide evaluation, care and treatment of men- 
tally ill persons in the criminal justice system who are determined by a court to require care in a medium-security setting. 

Supporters said a recent study noted that for some mentally ill prisoners, the maximum-security setting of Bridgewater State Hospital is appropriate. They noted that for others, like pre-trial 
defendants who are charged with but nut yet convicted of a crime, a secure hospital outside of a prison might provide a mure therapeutically appropriate environment They noted the state does 
not have a facility capable of treating individuals who require mental health treatment and clinical assessment in a medium -security setting. 

REP. CALTER GETS NOD PROM BOTH PARTIES - Rep. Thomas Caller (D- Kingston), currently serving his eighth year in the House, is "running against himself" in November. In an in- 
teresting turn of events, Colter nut only won the Democratic primary where be was unchallenged on the ballot but also was the victor in a write-in campaign on the Republican ballot His name 
will appear only once on the ballot but will have the designation "Demucrat/Republican" next to his name. 

No one had filed the required 150 signatures to appear on the Republican primary ballot. 'IVvo newly converted Kingston Republicans, Bradford Randall and Peter Boneck, mounted a write-in 
campaign to get the GOP nomination and face Caller on the ballot in November. Some of Colter’s supporters mounted a campaign to write his name in on tile GOP side. Colter won with 1S4 write- 
in votes, besting 110 for Randall and 106 for Boncek. 

MASSACHUSETTS RESIDENT'S CAN NOW BUY PEPPER SPRAY - A little-noticed part of the gun bill recently signed into law by Gov. Deval Patrick allows Massachusetts consumers over

18 to purdiaae of self-<iefense sprays like Mace and pepper spray without a Firearms Identification (FID) card. Prior to implementation of the law on August 13, Massachusetts waa the only state 
that required an FID card to carry these sprays. Now the buyer can purchase the spray just by showing his or her license. Individuals between the ages of 15 and 18 must still have a valid FID card 
to purchase the self-defense spray. 



Only licensed firearms or a mm u n ition dealers are authorized to sell the spray. Will that add to a bump in the number of outlets asking to be a licensed dealer? During a briefing of local offici a l s 
at the Statehouse, Elisabeth Ryan of tlie Executive Office of Public Safety said, “We don't know if that's going to happen, but depending on what the demand is, we might see bturinessrs like CVS 
loojdo fl for ammunition licenses." 

Many people are asking whetlier they can now legally buy pepper spray online. 'Iferrel Harris, spokesman for the governor's Executive Office of Public Safety and Security, tells Beacon Hill Roll 
r^ll •'jhe simple answer is ho.* For a Massachusetts resident to purchase self-defense spray, it must be from a Massachusetts firearms or ammunition dealer. One of their license requirements is 
that be conducted at a specific physical business address within the Commonwealth. Online sales would not be legally possible."
